Wa know of no suhject of mora importance to
fho country than that of education in the
Sonth, Acoustomed as we of the North have
been to our systems of public schools, afford-
jng the blassing# 0l eduoation 1o the masses
almoat without money and without prica,
and securing a general difugion of knowledge
among the great body of the people, wa can
hardly imagine the true stnte of the vase ot
the Sonth.

{Indor the slave dispensation there were no
public schools such as prevail at the North,
In the first place, it was not desirable that the
black people should be educated. The slave
who could redd or write was looked upon as a
dangerous piece of property. Hence, to teackh
him to do 80 was a ¢riminal offense under the
slave lawe. And, in the second place, the
copstitution of Sonthern society, with ity vast
plantations and seattered inhabitants, made it
impossible to sustaln any systemn of general
public education even for the whites. The
resnlt was, that while the children of woalthy
planters were tanght by tulors or in private
auhools, or sont to the North, and while in the
oities and larger villnges something was done
for public education in the way of selsct
schools or academivs, the great mass of the
people, both white and black, grew up in
almost unrelieved ignorance. Thatlarge class
of the Southern population known as *f poor
white trash’® were as illiterate and degraded
a4 the lowest blawk slaves.

It is o state of things growing ont of such
facts as these that we are now called upon to
comfront,
tion ling overturned everything in the Soutl.
There are no longor masters and slaves thera,
but only people,

The mighty ploughshare of revolu-

To these people the great
work of reconstrooting State Governments has
een assigned by Congress, Every vestige of
the old aristoeracy is to be swept away. The
former master is to depogit his ballot by the
gide of his late slaves; his vote counting for no
wors than that of the hnmblest of his late
chattels. Not only so, but these people are
goon to Lbecome equal participants, under the
Constitution, with us, of political power in
the general Government. The two Senators
from South Cavoling, with her 201,000 whites
and her 412,000 blacks, will count for just as
mwuch a8 the two from Pennsylvania, with her
three millions of inhabitants, W are trying
the democratic experiment on a vast scale,
Shall It succeed ¥

Our readers all know that in Great
Britain the Ministers of tha Crown sit in both
Houses of the Parlinment, and are liable to be
digplaced from office by a vote of the lower
Houses, In the United States, on the
contrary, the Cabinet i entirely free from all
legislative coercion, and can only be ramoved
by that complex system of impeachment, the
very complicity of which is the best safeguard
against its abuse. In France, however, the
Ministers, while they sit in the Chambers, are
not directly respongible to them. In faot, 1t
seems as though the real condition of affairs
were allowed to remain vague for fear of the

Certatnly
not, At every bnattle lost there would nave
been n change of minisiry, au upset of the
Stnte, and the rout of the urmies would have
extended to all men's minds,

There is, indeed, a great deal of foree in this
idea, and we of America, looking only at the
great result, loze sight the many seem-
ingly slight varintions of our national system,
which have really been the salvation of the
republic, Having thus given an instance of
the safety of the American plan, the orator
gives a characteristic and novel reason why
the British Government did not actually en-
deavor to destroy the Union:—

“Look nt the attitnde of Kngland during that
struggle, The senuments of our nelghbors
were nol doubtful. Assuredly thelr wishos
were notl for the re-establislinent of the Union,
Never wus a4 fner occasion presented to free
Engiand for some centnries from hor Amerienn
nightmnare. But her responsible minlstors
were there! They counted the ranks of thair
adversaries—so many Rudleals will vole for the
Unjon from politieal passion, so many Torles,
who, though they wish for the same things as
the W higs, will vote against them to turn them
out.

The receipts for taxes nmounted to &4, 810,751,
The oreation of the Sinking Fund and its pre-
sent condition is treated of at length. The
figures show a remurkable proportion of taxa-
tion, raquiring for the annual appropriation to
the Sinking Fand 26 30-100 per cent. on the
value of the property assessed, or $451,445; to
which add 1 37-100 per cent. for the annual
interest on the loans, or &2 250,000, and the
total is 1 63-1000 per cent., or 2,081,445 for
1807, His Honor well remarks:—“A suffivient
burden of the kind to satisfy every one that only
unprovidence could have allowed its accumulation,
and that nothing but very cxtraordinary cawses
will justify its increase.

Viewing the heavy annnal demands on our
city treasury, the Mayor procesds to discuss
that most rotten of all our systems—that of
assessment.
